Hon  Mr  W.  H.  Hutherland,  Miii- 
Ister  of  Public  Worka,  aaid  that  the 
additiona  houaed  a  new  property 
room  for  the  I^anda  Department  and 
two  rooma  and  a  atore-ronm  for  the 
Treaaory  Department.  He  admitted 
that  they  did  not  conform  to  the  cen- 
eral  architectural  lines  or  plan  of 
the  #l»Brliament  Itulldlnirs,  hut  the 
reason  for  the  change  was  conaerva- 
ii.ui  of  piiMii  funda. 

He  did  not  think  It  waa  neceaaary 
to  erect  walls  three  feet  thick,  half 
granite  and  half  brickwork,  which 
would  only  be  required  to  carry  their 
own  weight,  when  twelve-Inch  hollow 
tllea  would  do  the  work.

It  is  a  patriotic  ta^k 
on  whuh  she  has  heen  engaged  and 
one  ti>»t  could  only  be  accomplished 
by  a  lady  laapircd  with  the  belief  and 
faith  of  Mrv  McMicking.  It  is  tak 
ing  away  no  credit  from  the  Lady 
Dottilptt  Chapter  of  the  Davfhters  of 
Empire  to  say  that  it  is  through  its 
Regent  that  its  name  has  become  so 
closely  and  historically  associated 
with  awakening  the  people  of  British 
Columbia  to  a  full  appreciation  of 
the  importance  of  the  aiaUl  day  of 
tl^ir  land.

POLICS  AND.  PRESS 


The  authorities   at'  Quebec  have 

taken  a  step  which  we  are  inclined  to 
think  they  will  not  be  able  to  justify 
ill  any  sense.  It  is  in  the  shape  of 
an  arbitrary  order  jaat  iaaaed  forbid- 
ding ofTirrrs  and  iiiemhers  of  the 
provincial  police  and  detective  force, 
under  pain  of  dismiaaal,  from  com 

nuinicating  any  information  \vhat(\rr 
to  representatives  of  the  press.  This 
order,  of  course,  will  ran  counter  to 
public  opinion.  It  will,  in  its  opera- 
tion, immediately  give  rise  to  count- 
less suspicions,  and  the  chief  of  these 
will  he  tifat  the  methods  of  law  and 
the  administration  of  justice  in 
Uuebce  have  something  to  hide.  The 
policy  ia  wholly  onfair  to  the  public 
who  pay  the  money  which  makes 
police  admiiiistrslion  possible.  Pos- 
sibly the  new  policy  of  official  secrecy 
is  to  be  used  to  <  ioak  lack  of  diligrncc 
it  can  only  be  designed  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  polke  force  from  the 
sifting  process  of  public  opinion. 

The  fact  is  that  lack  of  co-opera- 
tion between  the  preas  and  the  law 
will  do  more  than  anything  else  to 
bring  a  wave  of  criticism  on  the 
heads  of  law  officials.  The  press,  and 
rightly  so.  acts  as  a  stimulant  to 
police  activities.  If  the  police  are  to 
adopt  a  "hush  hush"  policy  they  will 
bring  about  a  situation  which  will 
probably  be  inimical  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  security.  Such  silence  will  be 
comfortiac  t»  (riariaala  aad  for  tlte 
police  it  may  possess  a  snuig  assur- 
aace  that  they  can  pursue  tactics 
wMch  will  not  come  before  the  bar  of 
public  opinion  What  the  Quebec 
authorities  forget  is  that  the  news- 
papers will  secare  the  news  from 
other  sources.  They  caaaat  he 
bludgeoned  into  sileace  so  long  as 
the  liberty  of  the  preaa  is  a  cardinal 
principle,  of  civil,  rcligioaa  and 
potitkat^' f  rcedoai.

AKT  OF  TiilNKlNC 


Hr  r  F-arfpihar  Bu/zard  has  been 
lecturing  on  the  prevention  and 
arreat  of  nervoac  diaease  and  in  the 
course  of  his  observations  he  said 
that  an  enormous  amount  of  every- 
day auffcring  waa  the  reaalt  of  miaor 

mental  disorders  He  admits  that  the 
medical  profession  has,  hitherto,  been 
very  inciinckntly  equipped  f<»r  deal- 
ing with  these  conditions.  Within 
recent  years,  however,  there  has  been 
an  attempt  to  rectify  the  inadequate 
arrangciiieats  for  daatiac.  with  the 
problem  by  a  baltcf  education  of  the 
medical  profeaalon  in  this  particular 
branch  of  its  work.  In  Dr.  Buzzard's 
opinion  a  better  education  of  the 
public  is  also  needed.  He  is  per- 
suaded that  the  real  important 
groundwork  in  the  prevention  of 
many  nervous  ailments  should  be  in 
fatvre  foaad  la  •  niach  asora  laaaral 

improvement  in  education 

Dr.  Buzzard  believes  that  present- 
day  education  ii  lacking  in  ouay 
directions.  It  is  lacking  because  the 
general  education  of  children  is  based 
far  too  much  on  the  acquirement  of 
knowledge  and  it  lacks  a  great  deal 
in  the  way  of  educating  the  mind, 
particularly  in  regard  to  thinking.  His 
conception  is  that  the  art  or  practice 
of  thinking,  and  thinking  clearly,  is 
something  that  could  be  as  well 
taught  and  learned  as  many  of  the 
subjects  in  which  children  are 
trained.  The  present  custom  seems 
to  be  to  prevent  children  having  suf- 
ficient time  to  think  and  it  is  cer- 
tainly not  the  custom  to  encourage 
them  to  do  so.  1>r.  Buziard  goes 
farther.  Ilr  \i>nalires  in  the  future 
classes  of  school  children  who  are 
being  taught  a  sense  of  humor  or  a 
sense  of  proportion.  If  that  were 
done  a  long  step  forward  would  be 
taken  towards  preventing  a  good  deal 
of  iMatgl  •aiarinf  in  later  yaara. 

ONTARIO^  POLmCt 


If  Mr.  Howard  t'erguson,  the  Prem- 
ier of  Ontario,  becomes  a  member  of 

Mr.  'Arthur  Meighen's  Cabinet  when 
the  latter  ia  formed,  the  choice  of  a 
succesaor  to  Mm  fai  Onurlo  appears 
to  lie  between  Mr.  W.  H.  Prke  and 
Mr.  George  Henry.  There  are  many 
indications  that  Ontario  will  soon 
have  a  Provincial  election.  At  present 
there  arc  six  vacancies  in  the  Provin- 
cial Legislature,  one  of  which  was 
caused  by  the  death  of  Sir  Adam  Beck, 
who  sat  for  Tvondon  If  these  by- 
elcctions  arc  not  held  it  will  fore- 
shadow a  general  appeal  to  the  people, 
and  the  election  may  take  place  in 
May  or  June.  The  main  issue  of  the 
campaign  will  be  the  Government's 
declaration  for  a  system  of  Govern- 
ment control  of  the  sale  of  spirituous 
li<{uors  and  wines  as  opposed  to  the 
perpetuation  of  the  flntario  Temper- 
ance Act.  On  such  an  issue  ia  Onta- 
rio the  contest  will  be  keen  and  ex- 
citing, but  the  experknce  of  other 
provinces  in  the  Dominion  is  expected 
to  have  its  influence  coiipled  with  the 
strength  of  tha  OanacrratiTt  Ifuxy  in 
that  Province.

Nobody  knowa  jnat  haw  tha  bar- 
baeue  originated.

gaina  with  the  Indlann  .sealed  with 
barbecue  viands. 

The  t>arbecue  is  nothlnif  more  than 
a  hugo  open-air  entertainment,  either 
aooUU.  or  political,  at  which  sheep  or 
oxen  are  roaatad  whole.  Hundreds 
or  people  oan  ba  fad  at  a  atnglo  bar- 
baeue  ^nd  thinca  are  alwaya  eoa- 
ducted  on  a  gigantic  eeala. 

Originally.  It  seems,  tha  meat 
cooked  in  the  barbecue  waa  game, 
such  a.s  lieer  and  bear,  but  aa  these 
anlnuili  liecame  Bcaree.  .sheep,  pign 
and  <jxen  took  their  place.  Today 
almn.si  any  type  of  food  may  t>e  uiie<1 
in  the  barbecue.  Flah.  beef,  mutton, 
pork,  chicken,  duck,  veget*blaa. 
pedally  potatoaa  and  com  on  the 
cob.  all  are  tiaad  In  the  barbaeua. 

There  Is  acaroaly  any  form  of  en- 
tertainment that  is  so  popular  tn  the 
Houth  and  Middle  Waat  rk  thU  of 
the  barbecue.  It  has  a  hold  on  tha 
p^'ople  of  the  cltlen  an  well  aa  on 
those  of  the  town*  and  villagea.  On 
a  festive  oeeanion.  thp  rity  Inhabi- 
tants who  wl.st)  to  celebrate  will  be- 
take themsehcs  to  the  outaklrta  of 
the  city  and  put  up  their  tuj-becue 
with  Joy  and  hilarity.

Sir  Robert  adds  that  In  replying  to 
Sir  Wilfrid  lAurier  oa  January  IT. 
l»lt,  he  made  it  elear  to  the  people 
of  Canada  that  he  did  net  propoee  anV 
conacrlptlon. 

"I  repeat  that  announcement  today 
with  emphasis."  the  letter  continues. 
"That  statement  whs  made  in  view 
of  two  considerations:  (  1  ),  the  con- 
dition of  recruiting  at  thai  time  was 
so  excellent  that  there  seemed  no 
reason  to  expect  the  necessity  of  con- 
acrlptlon. and  (S>.  particularly  for 
the  reaaon  that  there  waa  great  fear 
of  a  whelaaale  ezodua  of  Amerlean 
aettlera  from  the  Weetem  provinces 
under  the  apprehenalon  of  compul- 
sory military  service.  War  conditions 
St  that  time  seemed  to  justify  the 
statement;  we  believed  that  compul- 
sory military  service  would  not  be- 
come necessary,  .irul  we  had  then  no 
intention  of  Invokme  the  principle  of 
conscription  which  had  been  author- 
ised by  law  for  many  years. 

"However,  by  the  end  of  1116  con 
dltlena  had  ao  traatly  altered,  thst 
when  the  Tradae  and  Labor  Coatresn 
demanded  an  aasuranee  that  there 
would  l>e  no  conscription  I  dsellned 
both  orally  and  in  writing."

After  outlining  stsps  taksa  to  avoid 
the  neeeaslty  of  compulsory  ssrvlre, 
»\r  Robert  in  hia  letter,  atataa  that 
when  he  returned  from  Great  Britain 
in  the  .Spring  of  ItlT,  he  waa  faced 
with  "the  alternative  of  compulaory 
military  service  or  the  practlcul  aban- 
donment of  the  Canadian  Army 
Corps.  Such  an  abandonment  would 
have  been  a  disgrace  not  only  to  us 
but  to  our  countrj-."
